Hitler as a savior and feel deeply 
indebted to him for the progress 
and power he ha* given their coun- 
tries. Hitler is a modern miracle 
and we shall never understand him 
unless we deeply probe the Ger- 
man people and their acceptance of 
Hitler."

DICTATOR 


Adolf Hitler did not "learn his 
esson" by being kept in prison for 
ight months. Quite the opposite! 
In prison he brooded more and 
more, and started writing a book 
ailed "Mcin Kampf ." The English 
meaning of the title is "My Fight" 
r "My Battle." 
"Mein Kampf is Hitler's story 
f why he believes as he does. 
The volume became a kind of 
campaign text-book," and today it 
may be called "Germany's Bible." 


Reading Hitler's words, or listen- 


ing to one of his speeches, we can 
see the fire which drives him on. 


has the idea that Fate chose 


him to unite the German people, 
ac<l to lead them to a place of 
power and yit more power. 


From the first, Hitler tried to do 
wo things— to make the public 
more angry about the Treaty of 
Versailles, and to spur them to 
hatred 
ot the Jews. With this 


.wo-edged sword, he fought 
the 


enemy and won votes. 


Hitler also built up an army of 


a sort. The members came to be 
called "Brown Shirts" or "Storm 
Troopers." From time to time, 
the Storm Troopers took part in 
fist fights, also fights in the street 
with bullets. Their special enemies 
were Jews, Marxist Socialists and 
Communists. 


The business slump which start- 


ed in 1929 gave Hitler his great- 
est help. 
Hundred of thousands 


of Germans lost their jobs. "It's 
the Jews and the Marxists," said 
Hitler, "who are to blame for your 
troubles," 
and there 
were 
too 


many 
people 
who believed his 


words. 


In 1930 the 
National 
Socialists 


poll-xl about 6.500.000 votes. This 
did not give them full power in 
the German Reichstag, but they 
obtained 107 members. 


Hitler's party made other strong 


records in elections, but it is well 
to remember this fact: Never once 
did he have the votes of as many 
as half of the German people be- 
fore he took power over his coun- 
try. 


An old and feeble man. Presi- 


dent von Hindenburg, did not like 
Hitler personally, but at last gave 
in to him, and let him take charge 
of public affairs. 
Hitler soon be- 


came far 
more 
powerful than 


Hindenburg. 


By the first day of July. 1933— 


only five months after he took of- 
fice—Hitler 
was 
the dictator of 


Germany. 
He had destroyed all 


political parties except his own. 
He had broken up labor unions. He 
had made laws against the Jews, 
and had allowed his Storm Troop- 
ers to be cruel in many ways to- 
ward Jewish citizens. Later he 
opened a drive against Catholics 
and Lutherans. 


Dictators seem to need new rea- 


sons to make the people excited. 
Hitler built up the regular German 
army somewhat before he made a 
bold move to break the Treaty of 
Versailles 
Tomorrow we shall 


speak of the success he met.

Washington—This country has not even begun to grasp the domwtfc 


significance of the defense program which has been made imptrcthr* 
by Germany's sudden domination of Europe and the breakdown of Great 
Britain as the unofficial, but very real, policeman of the world. 


With Munich a new world was born. In that Caesarian operation, * 


huge chunk of world power changed hands. It passed 
from the democratic bloc led by Britain to the au- 
thoritarian bloc led by Germany. How this epochal 
shift of power has suddenly left the United States, I 
described in several dispatches last week. In a word, 
Britain has been our first line of defense. Britain has 
been a protector of the Monroe doctrine. Britain, al- 
most as much as the United States, has stood firmly 
for the status quo on the western hemisphere. Now 
she is no longer able to serve forcefully in that role. 
Britain dares not use her fleet now against the wish 
of Hitler, for fear he will blow the British isles out of 
the water from the air. We are now on our own in 
protecting the western hemisphere. 


That fundamental transfer of the seat of power, 


from London to Berlin, necessitates internal changes
